The  first  flowers  of  importance  to  bloom  in  the  spring. 
Produce  beautiful  spikes  of  bloom  strikingly  attractive  in 
their  richness  and  variety  of  color. 

CUBTUBE  IN  POTS — Use  any  good,  ricn  soil,  mixed  with 
a little  sand,  potting  so  as  to  leave  the  top  of  bulb  even  with 
the  soil.  For  a single  plant  use  a four  or  five-inch  pot,  but  the 
effect  will  be  prettier  if  three,  six  or  as  many  as  a dozen,  are 
planted  together  in  a larger-size  pot,  and  still  more  effective 


if  all  are  of  one  color.  The  soil  should  be  pressed  firmly 
around  the  bulbs  but  do  not  pack  it  hard  underneath.  After 
potting^,  water  thoroughly  and  place  in  some  cool,  dark  place 
for  four  or  five  weeks,  watering  once  about  every  ten  days, 
enough  to  keep  the  soil  moist. 

A simpler  and  easier  way  is  to  plant  in  water,  either  in 
a regular  hyacinth  vase  as  described  elsewhere  in  this  cata- 
log, or  in  a bowl  supported  by  stones.  In  either  case  it  is 
essential  that  the  plants  are  placed  in  a dark  place  until  the 
roots  have  had  a chance  to  grow  and  get  established  The 
exhibition  size  hyacinth  bulbs  should  be  used  when  they  are 
to  be  forced.

HOW  TO  GROW  ROSES 


IiOCATIOIT  OF  BEDS — Roses  should  be  planted  where  they  will  be  open  to  sunlight  for  at  least  half  of  each 
day.  In  locating  beds,  avoid  trees,  shrubbery  and  shady  sides  of  buildings  and  fences.  This  will  lessen  the 
danger  from  insects  and  diseases. 

SOID — Any  good  garden  soil,  which  will  grow  good  vegetables,  will  grow,  with  proper  fertilization,  fine 
roses.  The  ideal  soil  is  a clay  loam  of  sufficient  porosity  to  permit  of  ready  drainage. 

• 

FBEFASATXOIT  OP  BEDS — The  beds  should  not  be  so  large  that  the  roses  cannot  be  reached  without  tread- 
ing on  them.  Long,  narrow  beds,  with  one  continuous  row  of  plants,  are  preferable.  Spade  the  soil  to  a good 
depth,  mixing  in  good  fertilizer  as  you  do  so,  and  the  ricb'^r  th^  fertilizer  the  better  results  you  will  have.  We 
manufacture  a special  rose  fertilizer.  Whalebone  meal  is  excellent. 

PXiANTIBG — Most  varieties  should  be  planted  about  2‘/^  feet  apart,  when  the  soil  is  in  a nice,  mellow  condi- 
tion. Spread  the  roots  out  well  and  press  the  soil  down  firmly.  Plant  slightly  deeper  than  previously  grown  and 
give  out  good  watering  if  weather  is  warm  and  dry. 

WATEBING — Most  people  water  their  roses  too  much.  Once  a week  is  often  enough  and  that  early  in  the 
morning.  Keep  the  soil  mulched  or  cultivated  around  the  bushes  to  prevent  baking. 

SCUDCHTITG  AND  PROTECTION — Only  the  tenderest  varieties  need  any  protection  in  this  country  This  can 
best  be  supplied  by  mulching  the  soil  around  the  plants  with  a heavy  application  of  cow  manure,  which  should 
be  spaded  in  the  following  spring..  All  plants  should  have  this  mulching. 

PRUNING — Field-grown  dormant  roses  should  be  cut  back  severely  when  first  set  out.  Subsequent  prunings 
i.h^U’  Of-*  a t'^nd^'d  to  in  late  winter  and  early  spring,  when  all  dead  and  weak  growth  should  be  removed  entirely 
and  the  strong,  live  canes  should  be  shortened  back  to  one  or  two  feet  in  length,  according  to  the  growth  of  the 
previous  seaaon.  It  may  be  accepted  as  a general  rule  that  weak  growth  should  be  pruned  severely  and  strong 
ones  snaringly.  Climbing  roses  should  not  be  cut  back  any  more  than  is  necessary  to  keep  the  plant  in  a shapely 
appearance. 

BEST  TIME  POR  PLANTING— No  question  is  asked  more  frequently  than:  “When  is  the  best  time  to  plant 
roses?’’  Oun  dormant  field-grown  roses  can  be  planted  any  time  that  the  soil  can  be  worked,  between  October 
and  April.  Probably  the  best  month  is  March.  Most  people  plant  in  that  month  and  with  best  results.

SELECTED  FRUIT  TREES 

THE  PREPARATION  OF  THE  SOIL 

For  fruit  trees  soil  should  be  dry,  either  natural  or  made  so  by  thorough  drainage,  as  they  will  not  live  or  thrive  on  a 
soil  constantly  saturated  with  stagnant  moisture.  It  should  also  be  well  prepared  . On  new,  fresh  lands,  manuring  will  be 
unnecessary,  but  on  land  exhausted  by  cropping,  fertilizers  mu>t  be  applied,  either  by  turning  in  heavy  crops  of  clover,  or  well 
decomposed  manure  or  compost.  To  insure  a good  growth  of  fruit  trees,  land  should  be  in  as  good  condition  as  for  a crop  of 
wheat  corn  or  potatoes. 

THE  PREPARATION  OF  THE  TREES 

I.i  regard  to  this  important  operation,  there  are  more  fatal  errors  committed  than  in  any  other.  As  a general  thing  trees 

are  planted  in  the  ground  precisely  as  they  are  sent  from  the  nursery.  In  moving  a tree,  no  matter  how  carefully  it  may  be 

done,  a portion  of  the  roots  are  broken  and  destroyed  and  consequently  the  balance  that  existed  in  the  structure  of  the  tree 
deranged.  This  must  be  restored  by  proper  pruning,  adapted  to  the  size,  form  and  condition  of  the  tree  as  follows: 

STANDARD  ORCHARD  TREES 

These,  as  sent  from  the  nursery,  vary  from  4 to  6 feet  in  height,  with  naked  stems  or  trunks  and  a number  of  branches 
at  the  top  forming  a head.  These  branches  should  all  be  cut  back  to  within  three  or  four  buds  of  their  base.  This  lessens 
the  demand  upon  the  roots,  and  enables  the  remaining  buds  to  push  with  vigor.  Cut  off  smoothly  all  bruised  or  broken  roots 

up  to  the  sound  wood.  In  case  of  older  trees  of  extra  size,  the  pruning  must  be  in  proportion;  as  a general  thing  it  will  be 

safe  to  shorten  all  the  previous  year’s  shoots  to  three  or  four  buds  at  their  base,  and  where  the  branches  are  very  numerous 
some  may  be  cut  entirely. 

STAKING.  If  trees  are  tall  and  much  exposed  to  the  wind,  a stake  should  be  planted  with  the  tree  to  which  it  should  be 
tied  in  such  a manner  as  to  avoid  chafing.  A piece  of  matting  or  cloth  may  be  put  between  the  tree  and  the  stake. 

MUBCHING.  When  the  tree  is  planted,  throw  around  it  as  far  as  the  roots  extend,  and  a foot  beyond,  five  or  six  inches 
deep,  rough  manure  or  litter.  This  is  particularly  necessary  in  dry  ground,  and  is  highly  advantageous  everywhere,  both  in 
spring  and  fall  planting.  It  prevents  the  ground  from  baking  or  cracking,  and  maintains  an  equal  temperature  about  the  roots. 

APTEB-CUBTUBE.  ..The  grass  should  not  be  allowed  to  grow  around  young  trees  after  being  planted,  as  it  stunts  their 
growth.  The  ground  should  be  kept  loose  and  clean  around  them  until,  at  least,  they  are  of  bearing  size.
